Labeling President Otto Butz’s report 
on faculty workloads as ‘‘nothing more than 
an attempt to maintain the status quo,”’ 
Steve Whitmore, ASSSC President, chal- 
lenged the validity ofthe report’s findings. 

The report, released last Wedresday to 
the Academic Senate, served partly asthe 
college administration’s answer to the 
Auditor General’s report and community 
pressure resulting fromSSC’s currenten- 
rollinent problem, Whitmore said that the 
Academic Senate and Butz were acting 


on that esteemed body. Instead, they 
have all suspended their own aspirations 
so they may devote as much time as pos- 
sible to not doing anything. Now, I ask 
you Mr. Stidham, is not their complete 
inaction truly a benefit to this campus? 
Indeed, when one considers the letters to 
the Hornet in defense of apathy, is not 
the senate’s inaction truly representing 
the interests of this constituency to the 
limits? 

Furthermore, as to the election of 
Tina Saed solely by her own vote, is this 
not a prime example of the functioning 
of representative democracy in its finest 
form?

Whitmore, a student representative to 
the legislature at the Capitol, says he is 
faced with the problem of exposing Butz’s 
‘«status quo’’ report to a legislature con- 


cerned with a public who questions the 
current state college administration’s 
management, ‘‘Stirring up trouble is not 
my objective’, Whitmore says, ‘‘just a 
disclosure of the actual teaching work- 
loads’’. 

The means for arriving at a factual 
evaluation of the workloads, Whitmore 
says, is in the Edicational Reform Com- 
mittee, of which he is an ex-officio mem- 
ber. Unlike other committees set u> hy 
the Academic Senate which contain # sin- 
gle student representative, the Education- 
al Reform Committee is composed of equal 
numbers of students and faculty mem’2rs. 


He proposes to submit to the committee 
& recommendation for a departmental 
breakdown of teaching loads, followed by 
an analysis of the present situation’s 
effect on the educational quality of the 
college. ‘A departmental breakdown 
would flush out those professors who are 
not carrying the optimum teaching load, 
and who are hiding behind the statistical 
average quoted in the Butz report,” 
Whitmore said. Once these facts are 
brought to light, Whitmore feels that, 
with the help of the college administra- 
tion, remedy to the workloed problem will 
be found,

Referendum opinions

The Hornet has decided to take no official editorial stand on the 
question of mandatory student body fees, Although we feel that there 
are reasonable arguments to be made on either side of the question, 
we have decided that our indicating a preference would raise the 
specter of possible conflict of interest. 

The Hornet is subsidized in part by the funds which it receives 
from the ASSSC. These funds, together with the money which the 
newspaper earns through its advertising, enables us to publish. For 
this reason, a Hornet stand in favor of mandatory student body fees 
might be construed as improper journalistic conduct. 

This, however, does not excuse this newspaper from its respon- 
sibility to inform its readers of the issues involved. For this reason, 
we have decided that the fairest means of allowing both sides in the 
controversy to be heard, is to solicit commentaries from them. 

The Hornet, therefore, requests that any students who wish to make 
their opinions known on the question of mandatory student body fees, 
submit such commentaries to this newspaper. 

These commentaries will be published so that the student body of 
this college may have access to all of the data on either side of the 
question before voting. 

Commentaries on this subject submitted to the Hornet for publication 
should be approximately 750 to 1000 words (3 double-spaced type- 
written pages) in length. The Hornet will not accept for publication 
any commentaries on the fee issue that are not typewritten and signed 
by the author. 


Butz report on workload 
Step in right direction 


President Butz’s report on faculty workload at Sacramento State 
College is a step in the right direction. But only a step. 

The president is to be commended for initiating such a study of 
the faculty. His action is particularly commendable in that it was 
initiated prior to any tnowledge on his part that a similar study 
was being conducted by the office of the Auditor General. This would 
indicate that Butz’s study was motivated primarily by a desire to 
insure that the students of this college are getting the education that 
they are entitled to. 


Nevertheless, the present study is too all-encompassing to provide 
us with the specific answers that we need. It has never been charged 
that the faculty of the Sacramento State College as a whole are not 
teaching the number of hours that they should. Rather, the charge has 
been that certain departments, and more specifically, certain pro- 
fessors have been abusing the present system of allocating a teacher’s 
time. 


On the whole, our faculty may well be teaching over 11 units. In 
fact, the study convincingly demonstrates that this is the case. Buta 
more specific study, which would deal with individual cases is needed. 


It is our impression that just sucha study will be made, Kt is this 
type of individual study that is needed to insure that professors who are 
taking release time for research or for other academic purposes are 
actually performing the duties for which they have been excused. 


In other educational institutions, the requirements for such release 
time are considerably higher than is the case at Sacramento State. At 
these other institutions it must be demonstrated that the release time 
did materially contribute to the educational aspects of the institution, 
or contributed materially to the body of knowledge in which the study 
took place, 


{t is our impression that President Butz’s study may serve much 
the same ends. It is for this reason that we support Butz’s continuing 
efforts to determine the quality of the education that we receive, and to 
improve that quality wherever feasible within the limits imposed by the 
physical and monetary support available to this college, 

We trust that the faculty of this college will also support P resident 
Butz in his efforts.

Austin’s answer 


Editor, the Hornet: 

Dick Vickers strikes again. 
This time he lashes back at Wayne 
Moore’s letter (which appeared 
Nov, 4). In this letter (Nov. 7) he 
makes five points, the first of 
which I would like to address, the 
other four being of a somewhat 
persona! nature. 

His first point was, ““Mr, Moore 
should use ‘Funk and Wagnall’s 
more often.’ ‘Bigot: an intolerant 
and illiberail adherent of a religious 
creed or form, or of any system 
party or opinion.’ Note: I attack 
YAF, not adhere! (a synonym for 
illiberal: ill-conservative.”’ The 
inference which Vickers apparent- 
ly wishes to draw is that liberals 
are by definition not bigoted since 
being bigoted would be ‘‘illiberal,’’ 
and thus bigotry applies only to 
those who are against the liberal 
ideology (that is, those who are 
illiberal), 

Mr. Vickers doesn’t seem to 
realize that the term “‘liberal’’ 
actually denotes two separate con- 
cepts. One is that of a certain 
attitude, that is of being tolerant 
of different opinion, of being open- 
minded, of always being mindful 
of the possibility that one’s own 
ideology is in error, and of the 
belief that a reasonable, honest 
person of good will can adopt a 
position completely different than 
his own, This is completely op- 
posite of the bigot who is 
intolerant of those holding different 
ideologies, that is, they regard 
their opinions as the absolute 
truth, that those who disagree are 
willfully blind, ‘‘... not living inan 
objective, factual world,”’ (Dic% 
Vickers, Nov. 4) or else they are 
motivated by; certain evil con- 
siderations, i.e. “racism, bigotry, 
greed,’’ (Dick Vickers, Oct. 17), 

The other concept denoted by 
the term, “liberal’’ is the left 


wing ideology moderated by cer- 


tain pragmatic considerations. 
Most of the people who call them- 
selves ‘‘liberal’’ are in fact as 
bigoted as those who profess other 
ideologies. That is, when con- 
fronted with a different ideology, 
they tend to get rather excited, 
foam at the mouth, and often ge 
quite belligerent. But having 
adopted the term as their very 
own, they have confused the two 
concepts in their own mind and 
sincerely believe themselves to 
have a disapportionately large 
amount of fairness, tolerance, open 
mindedness, etc. when in fact their 
skulls are closed tighter than a 
drum to the possibility of someone 
actually acting under a completely 
different ideology. 

John Hollenback has also writ- 
ten a letter to the editor (Nov. 7) 
wherein he reiterates his charge 
that it is fraudulent for the Young 
Americans for Freedom to be 
against the Moratorium and not to 
mention the fact that YAF is 
against the goals of the ‘‘peace 
effort.’’ He cites my own letter 
as being an admission ‘‘for the 


first time that the YAF opposed 
the goals of the peace movement..’’ 

I believe that there are two 
issues which are involved with 
YAF’s position and Hollenback’s 
charge: (1) Is the immediate goal 
of the so-called peace nwvement 
desirable? (YAF: No; Hollenback: 
Yes), and (2) Should the state 
colleges take sides on this issue? 
(YAF: No; Hollenback, implicitly 
Yes). During the YAF meeting, 
which Hollenback said he attended, 
our fearless chairman stated that 
YAF was opposed to having the 
state colleges used as a political 
tool, which was later reported in 
the Staie Hornet. Also, the vigor- 
ous discussion which took place 
during the meeting made it quite 
clear that the YAF members 
favored victory in Viet Nam which 
is directly opposite of the goals 
of the peace movement (which is 
defeat). It wasn’t YAF’s fault if 
that wasn’t included in the State 
Hornet news story. 

Thus Hollenback’s charge that 
YAF has sought to conceal its 
fundamenta! disagreement with the

Don Juhl, Vietnam Moratorium 
co-ordinator, decried President 
Nixon’s Vietnam address, Monday 
night, as an effort to buy time. 

Juh! said that “the Vietnam 
Moratorium Committee stood 
ready to endorse a plan that would 
insure the cessation of hostilities 
in Vietnam and the withdrawal of 
American troops by an open and 
expedient timetable’. But, ‘‘after 
intense study cf the President’s 
speech, two points seen clear: 
(D An American plan for peace, 


if it exists, is still tragically sec- 
ret and vague. (2)The President’s 


speech, more directly, was a thinly 
veiled attempt to diffuse the anti- 
war sentiment in this nation, not a 
positive program for peace.”’ 
Juhl, along with four other 
members of the community, spoke 
to the members of the press Thurs- 
day to explain the upcoming mid- 
November moratorium. 


According to Juhl, who is co- 
ordinating moratorium efforts in 
23 counties, ‘‘the moratorium 
committee has committed itself to 
organize in a peaceful and legal 


way, the voice of America. The 
people have the right to speak and 
to expect the government to 
listen.’’ 

Juhl explains that the main ef- 
fort of the peace committee is to 
get the action away from the col- 
lege campuses and into the com- 
munity. In answer to a question 
regarding how successful they have 
been in regards to getting com- 
munity response, Juhl explained 
that the San Francisco Labor Or- 
ganization has promised 2,000 
longshoremen to act as march 
monitors. 

He also pointed out that a coal- 
ition of citizens including the 
clergy, businessmen, actors, 
housewives, ex-Gls and others is 
forming and is offering its help. 
Of the 3,000 peonle that have ac- 
tually signed up to carry out the 
administrative aspects of the mor- 
atorium only one third are stu- 
dents, the rest are members of the 
community. 

Juhl re-emphasized the com- 
mittee’s desire to keep the demon- 
stration non-violent. ‘‘Violence to 
accomplish peace is ridiculous”’.

Political revolutionaries topic of speech 


During the 1968 demonstrations 
at the Chicago Democratic national 
convention it was found that the 
demonstrators strongly supported 
the peace movement, draft resist- 
ance, New Left, hippies, yippies, 
McCarthy Democrats, and SDS, 
They opposed Humphrey Demo- 
crats, radical conservatives, and 
Republicans, However, their opin- 
ions about anarchists and com- 
munists were mixed. 

Paul R, Miller, associate pro- 
fessor of psychiatry at the

University Medical School before 
coming to Davis this year.

He also found, as he compared 
revolutionists with non-revo- 
lutionists, that revolutionists were 
isore likely to choose a career in 
social activism, support the SDS, 
anarchism and communism as well 
as acknowledge that anarchists and 
communists were in the demon- 
strations, However, they were 
likely to deny that anarchists and 
communists took over the demon- 
strations. 

Demonstrators who were not 
revolutionaries were likely to 
support both the Kennedy and Mc- 
Carthy wings of the Democratic 
party and also support electoral 
activity, community action groups, 
and educational! actions as a means 
of changing American society. 
They also tended to be nonviolent. 

Revolutionists are not neces- 
sarily in revolt against their 
parents. Miller found that they 
tend to receive parental approval 
for their activism. 

Although revolutionists support 
radical groups and concepts, such 
as the SDS, anarchism and com- 
munism, they regard the Russian 
system of communism as ‘‘rigid, 
non- radical, and counter-revolu- 
tioniary.’’ 

Miller will also discuss what 
revolutionists mean by revolution, 
the making of a revolutionist, and 
the retrospective and prospective 
history of revolution.
